TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  UXBRIDGE 

URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

The  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  1933  upon  the  health  of  the 
Urban  District  of  Uxbridge. 

This  Report  is  compiled  on  the  lines  set  out  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  in 
Circular  No.  1346  of  2nd  October,  1933,  and  I  trust  that  you  will  find  satisfaction 
herein. 


GEOGRAPHY  AND  GEOLOGY  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  Urban  District  of  Uxbridge  occupies  the  north-western  angle  of  the 
County  of  Middlesex,  the  western  boundary  following  the  River  Colne  for  the 
greater  portion  of  its  length. 

The  Frays  River,  a  distributary  of  the  Colne,  leaves  the  main  stream  at 
Denham  Lock,  and  joins  it  again  at  \iewsley.  The  Pinn,  a  small  stream  which 
rises  near  Pinner,  flows  through  Ickenham  in  a  south-westerly  direction,  on 
through  Swakeleys,  turning  south  through  the  Royal  Air  Force  Depot,  continuing 
through  Lowe  &  Shawyer’s  Nurseries,  and  ultimately  joins  up  with  the  River 
Colne  at  Yiewsley. 

1  he  London— Birmingham  section  of  the  Grand  Union  Canal  traverses  the 
western  boundary,  running  parallel  with  the  Colne,  and  it  is  on  the  banks  of  this 
Canal  that  the  more  important  industries  of  the  District  are  situate. 

The  District  is  mainly  flat,  but  at  Harefield  it  rises  291  feet  above  sea  level, 
and  at  Hillingdon  Church  and  Pole  Hill  Road,  Hillingdon,  188  feet.  Uxbridge 
Common,  in  Park  Road,  has  an  altitude  of  200  feet,  and  is  a  fine,  healthy  open 
space  with  a  fine  view  across  the  Valley  to  Harrow-on-the-Hill.  On  clear  days 
it  is  possible^  to  see  the  Crystal  Palace  at  Sydenham  quite  distinctly  from  Pole 
Hill  Road.  This  is  20  miles  away  in  a  straight  line. 
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I  he  geological  structure  of  the  District  is  of  an  interesting,  though  somewhat 
complicated  nature.  In  the  River  Valleys  there  are  the  “  Barton  Beds  ” — alluvial 
ballast  ;  whilst  on  the  higher  portions  at  Hillingdon  and  Hareheld  there  are  beds 
of  glacial  gravel,  and  at  Hareheld  an  outcrop  of  chalk  and  beds  of  sand.  Cowley 
lies  on  a  bed  of  brick  earth,  whilst  Ickenham  stands  on  London  Clay,  and  north 
Hillingdon  London  Clay  and  the  “  Reading  beds  ”  (mottled  clay).  It  is  interesting 
to  note  that  the  glacial  gravel — a  result  of  the  Great  Ice  Age — does  not  extend 
much  further  south  than  Uxbridge.

SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

INDUSTRIES. 

The  working  class  population  is  engaged  in  many  industries,  which  include 
Saw  Mills,  Welding  Works,  Ticket  and  other  Printing  Works,  Engineering,  Plating 
Works,  Market  Gardening,  Culture  of  Flowers,  Laundries,  Brewing,  Distemper 
Manufacture,  Agriculture,  Milling,  Manufacture  of  Furniture  and  Joinery,  Beehives 
and  Beekeepers’  Appliances,  Extraction  of  Sand,  Gravel  and  Shingle,  and  Chalk. 
The  district  is  developing  rapidly,  and  consequently  many  people  are  absorbed  in 
the  building  and  allied  trades.  Many  City  workers  have  their  homes  here,  and 
travel  backward  and  forward  by  train  or  coach. 


UNEMPLOYMENT. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  number  of  unemployed  men  and 
women  in  the  Urban  District  has  decreased  considerably  during  the  course  of  the 
year. 

At  the  beginning  of  1933  there  were  1,046  unemployed  men  and  women  on  the 
books  of  the  Exchange,  but  by  the  end  of  December  this  had  decreased  to  684,  a 
difference  of  362.

CAUSES  OF  SICKNESS  AND  INVALIDITY. 

I  have  been  unable  to  discover  any  particular  or  unusual  cause  of  sickness  or 
invalidity  during  the  year.  I  do  not  think  I  can  make  any  comment  on  any  special 
occupation  or  environment  which  has  a  prejudicial  effect  on  the  health  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  area. 


SECTION  B. 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

Pathological  examinations  are  carried  out  by  the  Clinical  Research  Association, 
London.  Doctors  practising  in  the  area  are  supplied  with  suitable  containers  so 
that  specimens  can  be  sent  off  for  examination. 

The  examinations  consist  mainly  of  the  detection  of  the  presence  of  diphtheria 
germs  in  the  throat,  tubercle  bacilli  in  sputum,  and  blood  tests  for  typhoid  fever.

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

A  first-class  Ambulance,  fully  equipped,  is  available  night  and  day,  and  I  am 
satisfied  that  the  drivers  and  attendants  are  prompt  and  efficient. 

A  full  description  of  the  vehicle  was  given  in  my  Report  for  1932. 

The  vehicle,  a  New  Bedford,  with  Lomas  Special  Body,  is  garaged  and  main¬ 
tained  in  excellent  condition  by  Mr.  A.  Norman  Reeves. 

Mr.  Reeves  has  had  telephones  fitted  in  the  homes  of  two  members  of  his  staff, 
and  so  when  a  call  is  given  in  the  middle  of  the  night,  it  is  passed  direct  to  one  or 
other  of  the  two  men,  according  to  the  duty  rota.  On  no  occasion  has  delay  in 
turning  out,  night  or  day,  come  to  my  notice  ;  in  fact  I  fully  believe  that  the 
service  has  been  remarkably  prompt. 

In  view  of  the  recent  Circular  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  on  Ambulance 
Services,  I  am  happy  to  be  in  a  position  to  state  that  the  Uxbridge  Ambulance 
Service  has  never  been  involved  in  disputes  over  boundaries  of  districts,  nor  in 
any  other  way.  We  remove  the  patient  first  on  being  called.  Any  enquiries  are 
made  afterwards. 

During  1933  the  Ambulance  covered  a  distance  of  6,550  miles,  carrying  558 
patients. 

NURSING  IN  THE  HOME. 

No  change  was  made  during  1933  in  the  arrangements  for  nursing  in  the  home 
of  either  (a)  General,  or  ( b )  Infectious  cases.

HOSPITALS. 

The  Hillingdon  and  Uxbridge  Cottage  Hospital,  in  Harefield  Road,  has  26 
beds  available  (including  two  private  wards). 

In  1933  the  Council  made  a  contribution  of  £37  10s.  towards  its  support. 

The  Middlesex  County  Hospital  at  Hillingdon  has  135  beds  and  cots,  and 
1,325  persons  were  admitted  from  the  Uxbridge  Urban  District  during  the  year 
under  review.  The  Infirmary  accommodates  a  total  of  109  persons  (male  and 
female). 

Hillingdon  Institution  can  accommodate  approximately  270  persons. 

The  Middlesex  County  Council  are  gradually  reorganising  and  modernising 
the  Hospital  and  Institution  and  consequently  the  accommodation  is  being  varied.

Uxbridge,  is  maintained  by  a  Board  comprised  of  repre¬ 
sentatives  of  its  four  constituent  Local  Authorities  :  Ux¬ 
bridge,  Yiewsley  and  West  Drayton,  Hayes  and  Harlington, 
and  Ruislip-Northwood  Urban  District  Councils.  Cases 
admitted  to  this  Hospital  are  :  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria, 
Enteric  Fever,  Erysipelas,  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum,  En¬ 
cephalitis  Lethargica,  Acute  Polio-Encephalitis,  Cerebro- 
Spinal  Meningitis,  and  complicated  cases  of  Measles, 
Whooping  Cough,  Influenza  and  Pneumonia.

SECTION  C. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 


1'he  whole  of  the  Urban  District,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  scattered  houses, 
is  supplied  with  a  constant  piped  water  system. 

The  Parishes  of  Uxbridge  and  Hillingdon  West  are  supplied  by  the  Council’s 
undertaking,  and  the  remainder  of  the  District  by  the  Rickmansworth  and  Uxbridge 
Valley  Water  Company. 

The  water  in  all  parts  is  of  excellent  quality,  and  is  sufficient  in  quanity. 

It  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  make  any  analyses  of  the  piped  supply  of 
water  during  the  year. 
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DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 


I'he  sewer  extension  works  in  Contract  No.  5,  which  were  begun  in  the  pre¬ 
ceding  year  with  assistance  from  the  Unemployment  Grants  Committee,  were 
finally  completed. 

The  works  carried  out  during  the  year  included  the  construction  of  1,226  yards 
of  9-in.  sewers,  including  16  manholes  and  2  ventilating  shafts,  1,268  yards  of  6-in. 
sewers  in  connections,  and  64  intercepting  chambers. 

91  houses  were  connected  to  sewers. 

The  average  number  of  men  employed  on  the  works  was  34,  and  about  13  of 
these  were  from  distressed  areas. 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  average  weekly  dry  weather  flows  at  the  three  disposal  works  were 
approximately  : —

RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

Under  the  Middlesex  County  Council  Act,  of  1898,  and  subsequent  Acts,  the 
Middlesex  County  Council  has  powers  to  supervise,  cleanse,  and  maintain  the  rivers 
and  streams  in  the  County,  with  the  exception  of  the  Thames  and  the  Lea,  which 
are  maintained  by  the  Thames  Conservancy  Board  and  the  Lea  Conservancy  Board 
respectively. 

The  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Department  of  the  County  Engineer. 

BATHING  STATION. 

After  the  drought  of  August,  1933,  I  decided  to  take  a  sample  of  the  River  Lrays 
water  at  the  bathing  station  and  submit  it  for  bacteriological  analysis,  and  I  was 
in  no  way  satisfied,  and  advised  its  closure  forthwith. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  there  was  only  a  further  few  days  to  go  to  the  end  of 
the  season  you  decided  to  allow  the  sheds  to  remain  open  until  then. 

PONDS  AND  DITCHES. 

Various  ponds  and  ditches  in  all  parts  of  the  District  were  sprayed  with  a 
solution  of  Larvaecide  during  the  summer  months  in  an  effort  to  prevent  the  breed¬ 
ing  of  mosquitoes,  etc. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

During  the  year  the  earth  closets  at  19  houses  were  converted  to  the  water- 
carriage  system,  and  26  privies  were  replaced  by  W.C.’s. 

This  leaves  about  114  earth  closets  and  privies,  and  about  171  houses  are  still 
drained  to  cesspools. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  collection  of  house  refuse  was  continued  with  the  same  equipment  during 
1933,  namely  2  Eordson  tractors,  3  “  Eagle  ”  trailers,  1  Ford  30-cwt.  lorry,  and  4 
horses  and  carts. 
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Method  of  Collection. 

The  Fordson  tractors  and  trailers  collect  refuse  from  Southern  Hareheld,  Hilling¬ 
don  East,  Ickenham,  Cowley  and  the  R.A.F.  Depot  east  of  the  River  Pinn. 

The  Ford  lorry  collects  from  Northern  Hareheld,  Uxbridge  Cottage  Hospital, 
and  for  one  day  a  week  from  Hillingdon. 

The  four  horses  and  carts  collect  all  refuse  from  the  Uxbridge  and  Hillingdon 
West  Wards.

During  the  year  878  cesspools  were  cleansed  with  the  Council's  Thornycroft 
exhauster,  representing  2,026J  loads  or  1,519,875  gallons. 

Contractors  emptied  40  privy  pits  and  cesspools  (Ickenham  7,  Hillingdon  East  7, 
Cowley  5,  Hareheld  21).

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CLEARANCE  AREAS. 


It  will  be  remembered  that  in  my  last  Annual  Report  I  dealt  with  the  steps  which 
had  been  taken  during  the  year  1932  to  secure  the  clearance  of  those  areas  which 
had  been  declared  to  be  clearance  areas  by  a  resolution  the  Council  passed  in 
February,  1931,  and  that  at  the  end  of  the  year  1932  the  following  areas  remained 
to  be  dealt  with,  viz.  : — 


(1)  Attwell’s  Yard  Clearance  Area. 

(2)  The  Bell  Yard  portion  of  Bell  Yard  and  Occupation  Road  Clearance  Area 

(including  the  common  lodging-house). 

(3)  Norton  Street  Clearance  Area. 

(4)  York  Road  Clearance  Area. 

On  the  30th  May,  1933,  the  Council,  having  considered  the  methods  by  which 
the  clearance  of  these  areas  should  be  secured,  made  Orders  requiring  the  various 
owners  of  buildings  on  the  respective  areas  themselves  to  demolish  them. 

Objections  to  all  these  Orders  were  lodged  with  the  Minister  of  Health,  and 
the  Minister  accordingly  ordered  a  public  local  Inquiry  into  the  Council's  application 
for  their  confirmation.  This  was  held  at  the  Council  Offices  in  July,  1933. 

As  a  result  the  Minister  confirmed  (with  certain  modifications)  all  the  Orders, 
and  thirty-five  families  living  in  the  respective  areas  will  require  to  be  rehoused 
by  the  Council,  It  has  been  decided  to  allot  to  them  a  sufficient  number  of  the 
150  new  houses  which  the  Council  have  resolved  to  erect  on  their  Avenue  House 
Farm  Estate  at  Hillingdon,  and  as  soon  as  these  houses  have  been  completed  the 
occupants  will  be  transferred  and  the  owners  will  be  required  to  demolish  the  con¬ 
demned  properties. 

The  Council  were  advised  that  it  was  not  obligatory  for  them  to  provide  alterna¬ 
tive  lodging-house  accommodation  for  the  inmates  of  the  common  lodging-house 
when  that  is  cleared. 

In  the  course  of  the  summer  of  1933  the  Council  (in  common  with  all  Local 
Authorities  in  the  country)  were  asked  by  the  Minister  of  Health  to  prepare  a  com¬ 
prehensive  programme  for  the  clearance  within  a  period  of  five  years  of  all  buildings 
in  all  the  areas  in  the  Urban  District  requiring  treatment  as  Clearance  Areas. 

The  Council’s  Officers  accordingly  prepared  a  tentative  list  of  areas,  which 
was  considered  by  the  Council  and  provisionally  approved  by  them,  and  on  their 
instructions  a  programme  was  compiled  and  submitted  to  the  Minister  for  the 
Clearance  of  all  these  areas  within  a  period  of  three  years  instead  of  the  five  stipulated 
by  him.  It  is  probable  that  a  supplementary  list  of  areas  will  be  prepared  and 
submitted  to  the  Council  with  a  view  to  similar  action  being  taken  regarding  them 
after  the  expiry  of  the  three  years  mentioned. 

In  October  and  December,  1933,  respectively,  the  Council  declared  as  clearance 
areas  the  following  fifteen  further  areas  in  the  Parishes  of  Uxbridge,  Hillingdon  West 
and  Hillingdon  East  : —

the  clearance  of  the  buildings  in  these  areas.

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  farms  in  the  Uxbridge  Urban  District  were  each  inspected  four  times 
during  1933. 

Conditions  were  generally  satisfactory,  and  any  requests  for  improvements  or 
alterations  were  complied  with. 

MILK  DISTRIBUTION. 

There  are  46  retail  purveyors  of  milk  registered  to  sell  within  the  Urban 
District,  and  of  these  14  are  from  adjoining  areas,  but  sell  milk  on  rounds  within 
the  District. 

Nineteen  persons  are  registered  as  wholesale  purveyors  and  producers  of  milk.

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ADULTERATION. 

The  Middlesex  County  Council  are  responsible  for  action  under  the  Food  and 
Drugs  (Adulteration)  Act,  1928,  the  Artificial  Cream  Act,  1929,  the  Public  Health 
(Condensed  Milk)  Regulations,  1923  and  1927,  the  Public  Health  (Dried  Milk) 
Regulations,  1923  and  1927,  and  the  Public  Health  (Preservatives,  etc.,  in  Food) 
Regulations,  1925  to  1927. 

Their  Inspectors  take  samples  which  are  analysed,  and  any  necessary  action 
is  taken  on  the  Analyst’s  Report. 

By  courtesy  of  the  Chief  Officer  of  the  Public  Control  Department  I  am  able 
to  inform  you  of  action  taken  by  the  Middlesex  C.C.  during  1933.

CHEMICAL  AND  BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  FOOD, 

Chemical  and  Bacteriological  Examination  of  Food  is  carried  out  for  us  by 
the  Clinical  Research  Association,  Ltd. 

One  sample  of  split  peas  was  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  following 
information  received  that  food  poisoning  had  occurred  in  St.  Pancras  M.B.  after 
consumption  of  peas  from  the  same  consignment. 

After  microscopical  and  cultural  examination  the  sample  was  certified  as 
reasonably  safe  for  human  food. 

NUTRITION. 

The  Middlesex  County  Council  undertake  all  work  on  the  subject  of  nutrition. 

SCARLET  FEVER. 

105  Cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  recorded  ;  this  is  in  no  way  high,  considering 
the  population  of  the  area. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

After  the  abnormally  low  number  of  only  9  cases  last  year  (a  most  remarkable 
figure),  I  now  have  to  give  you  the  statistic  of  21  cases. 

ENTERIC  FEVER, 

1  case  of  typhoid  fever  occurred  during  1933  ;  there  were  no  cases  during  1932. 
I  am,  however,  glad  to  report  that  the  patient  in  question  made  a  complete 
recovery. 

PUERPERAL  FEVER  AND  PUERPERAL  PYREXIA. 

I  deeply  regret  that  there  were  three  deaths  from  Puerperal  Fever  and  2  from 
other  puerperal  causes. 

These  were  not  actually  notified  to  me  as  such  but  were  notified  as  Puerperal 
Pyrexia,  which  means  a  persistently  raised  temperature  after  childbirth.

In  addition  there  were  4  deaths  of  non-notified  cases. 

Ratio  of  non-notified  Tuberculosis  deaths  to  total  Tuberculosis  deaths,  4  :  25. 
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The  usual  urgent  steps  were  taken  by  the  medical  practitioners  attending 
4  of  the  cases,  which  were  transferred  by  special  arrangement  of  the  Middlesex  C.C. 
with  the  London  C.C.  to  a  Hospital  in  London  for  expert  treatment.  The  other  2 
cases  occurred  in  the  Hillingdon  County  Hospital. 

It  is  my  desire  to  indicate  that  the  diagnosis  between  Puerperal  Pyrexia  and 
Puerperal  Fever  is  very  difficult  in  the  early  stages,  but  the  promptest  of  action  must 
be,  and  is,  taken. 

Strictly  speaking  as  regards  Puerperal  Pyrexia  ,we  had  6  notifications,  but  I  have 
nothing  further  to  bring  to  your  notice  in  addition  to  the  above  statement. 

OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM. 

Two  cases  of  this  eye  condition  in  the  newborn  child  arose,  and  the  necessary 
safeguards  were  taken  in  each  case  but,  unfortunately,  as  you  will  see  from  the 
table  below,  one  death  occurred.

INFORMATION  FROM  SCHOOLS. 

Intimations  are  received  from  the  various  schools  in  the  District  stating  that 
certain  children  are  absent  from  school,  either  suffering  from,  or  having  been  in 
contact  with,  certain  diseases. 

These  informations  serve  the  following  purposes  :  — 

(a)  When  cases  have  occurred  but  have  not  been  notified  by  the  doctor 

in  charge  they  are  immediately  followed  up  and  a  notification 
obtained,  with  an  explanation  of  delay. 

(b)  An  indication  of  the  prevalence  of  Mumps,  Whooping  Cough,  Chicken 

Pox,  Influenza,  Measles,  German  Measles,  etc. 

INFLUENZA. 

As  far  as  my  knowledge  goes  I  consider  that  there  was  a  very  distinct  drop  in 
the  number  of  persons  affected  during  1933. 

CHICKEN  POX. 

Chicken  Pox  was  notifiable  during  1933,  on  sufficient  grounds,  due  to  lack  of 
vaccination  and  the  extremely  modified  type  of  Small-pox  that  is  now  found  in  this 
country. 

CANCER. 

There  is  hardly  any  variation  whatever  in  the  number  of  cases  occurring. 

According  to  the  death  returns  I  fail  to  find  any  information  as  to  any 
particular  organ  or  sex  which  is  particularly  affected. 
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STREET  ACCIDENTS. 


By  courtesy  of  the  Commissioner  of  Police  for  the  Metropolis  I  am  able  to  give 
the  following  information  from  a  Return  of  Street  Accidents  resulting  in  Death, 
Personal  Injury  and  Damage  to  Property  known  to  the  Police  to  have  occurred 
during  the  period  1st  January,  1 933-31  st  December,  1933,  within  the  Uxbridge 
Urban  District.

This  represents  a  total  of  486  accidents  of  all  classes  during  the  year. 

You  will  observe  that  2  fatal  accidents  occurred  on  Hillingdon  Hill,  but  there 
are  many  minor  accidents  occurring  every  day  on  this  dreadful  stretch  of  road. 
Such  accidents  cause  loss  of  morale  and  many  local  residents  even  fear  walking  on 
the  hill.  Fortunately  the  Middlesex  C.C.  are,  at  the  time  of  going  to  press,  busily 
engaged  in  making  a  double  track  road  which  will,  I  trust,  when  completed,  and 
the  road  through  Hillingdon  Village  widened,  reduce  the  appalling  conditions  now 
existing. 

In  conclusion  I  think  you  will  agree  that  this  Report  on  the  whole  indicates 
a  most  satisfactory  condition  of  the  health  of  the  area  you  are  administering. 

I  am  very  much  indebted  to  the  Officers  of  other  Departments  for  statistics 
and  information  which  they  have  kindly  supplied  to  me  for  inclusion  in  this  Report. 

I  desire  to  p<3int  out  that  I  have  received  most  able  assistance  from  the  Officers 
of  my  Department,  and  from  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  unfailing 
courtesy  and  appreciation.
